I am one of the people charged 
with this, ' Mr. Cordon announced, j 
because I bought four chickens, two 
of which I have eaten and tw oof which 
are now in 
my refrigerator. 
And I 
want to say right now that the market 
master is not attending to his duties 
Everybody knows that storekeejiers in 
town are buying by the wholesale at 
market to retail again. 
Wineinan is 
doing it with iiotatoe* and others are 
doing it with lorries. We pay os much 
for a bushel of potatoes here us they do 
for a barrel in Baltimore." 
Other councilmen resented the 
a s­ 
sertion that Mr. Miller was not attend 
mg to his duties, Mr

Armor especially taking the part of the 
market master. 
While things 
were getting right

CURTISS FLIES

OVER OCEAN 


Makes Sensational Flight at 


Atlantic City. 


WENT TWO MILES TO SEA 


Returned to Starting Point After an 


Eight Minute Flight — Going After 


8peed Prize For Fifty-M ile Course. 


Atlantic City. July ti.—Glenn H. Cur­ 
tiss made the first aeroplane trip over 
the Atlantic ocean, when he guided his 
biplane in an eight mile flight along 
the front of the city, going about two 
miles out to sea. 
The trip extended in length from the 
Million Dollar pier to the inlet aud 
back to the Chelsea limits of the re­ 
sort, with a final dash to his starting 
place. 
Although the high tide left a 
starting plate in soft sand hardly fifty 
yards wire and only twice as long. the 
aviator secured a start from there that 
cleared his machine from the breakers 
lu front of bim. aud he landed within 
a few feet of the tracks made as he 
started. 
The successful flight was made soon 
after the first try. which nearly ended 
in disaster and smashed a stay of the 
flyer, after Curtiss had deftly eluded 
a breaker aud driven his machine to 
the beach. 
An air eddy dropped him 
from a height of IOO yards to leas than 
ten feet of the surface. Cheers from a 
crowd of spectators that packed the 
beach greeted both attempts, and a con­ 
certed yell went up when the daring 
man bird ended his real over-the-aei 
Journey. 
“I am perfectly satisfied now that 
we have proved the ability of the bt 
plane to maneuver over the ocean as 
well as over the land with nothing Uke 
good weather condition*,” declared the 
aviator as he was being congratulated 
after his successful flight. "Once I was 
cleat of the sharp air currents that 
swept the beat h I had perfect control 
of the machine and could have re­ 
mained up much longer had I been 
sure that the tide wouldn't have en­ 
tirely blotted out my landing plate on 
the brach while I was in the air.” 
C. K Hamilton was to have arrived 
here yesterday morning in time to at­ 
tempt a flight in the afternoon, but he 
was delayed by his enlistment as a 
volunteer fireman at Farmingdale. N. 
J., where he hitcher! his automobile to 
a fire engine and drew It to a fire.

That a federal pure seed law should 
t»e enacted ti* buttress the luvvs at 
present operative In some of the states 
bas recently been emphasized by some 
seed investigations which have been 
conducted by the Indiana experiment 
station 
hi samples of alfalfa seed col­ 
lected In several counties thirty differ­ 
ent kinds of weed seeds were found. 
In the seeding of one acre of giouud at 
the rate of sixteen js/unds per acre It 
was found chat only the three purest 
samples of seed would deposit less 
than IO,ODO weed seeds, w hile the worst 
would put into the soil as high as 
175,(.WO seeds per acre. 
It Is high time 
that tile tillers of the soil were unit­ 
ing in a demaud for a national pure 
seed law which will free them from 
this sort of fruud and outrage, aud one 
of these days some farseeing legislator 
will Insure for himself a large place 
in the agricultural history of the coun­ 
try by lending the campaign for th* 
enactment of Just such a law.

have their lobbyists at Wushlugton

and nailed outside the rim of the circle. 
All that is necessary then la to mark 
one of the crosspieces and start meas­ 
uring witli this point on the ground. 
The nurnl*er of revolutions multiplied 
by sixteen and one-half will give the 
distance In rods across the field 
Each 
quarter revolution, therefore, measures 
a quarter of a rod. 
It la necessary In keeping this meas 
urn that Ute circle be not bent, because 
this would give Inaccurate measure. 
It Is therefore advisable to use Iron 
heavy 
enough 
to 
stand 
ordinary 
knocks.—Orange Judd Farmer. 


LESS SWARMING, MORE BEES. 


Experience of Expert A p ia rist In M a k ­ 
ing Increase of Colonies. 
Speaking of the swarming period of 
l*ee*, Secretary Smith of the Connecti­ 
cut Bee Keepers’ association recently 
had tile following to say: 
“Swarming I* frequently so annoy­ 
ing to comb hooey producers that a re­ 
cent experience of uiiue may be help 
fui. 
On May 17 I found five or six 
c a p iv i queen cells in my best colony, 
and. desiring to prevent swarming aud 
make a moderate increase of colonies. 
I removed five frames of brood. shak 
lug all Hie bee* back into tile hive. 
"The empty sp a c e wa* tilled with 
frame* of comb. All queen cells ex 
copt one wore destroyed. 
The five 
frames of bro«*d, with the large*t ripe 
queen cell ami five frames of fouuda 
Hon. wet** placed In a new hive. An­ 
other strong colony was moved to a 
new stand and the new hive put lu Its 
place 
The removed colony gave up a 
sufficient number of Ita bees to take 
care of the brood in tile new hive. sud 
by June I Hie latter contained a mate*! 
queen ami a good numl*er of young 
bee*, 
rile queen is a beauty and may 
have t»eeii nursed under the stt|*er*e 
•lure impulse Iii the first place; there 
fore site is strong. 
"By this met Ii* si oue hive furnished 
the colitis*, brood and queen and sn 
other supplied the bees. I have three 
good colonies waiting for the clover 
honey flow instead of two and do not 
expect them to swarm 
The day after 
robbing Hie first mentioned colony of 
its br«ss1 I found the bee* at work iu 
the super. But little hat been done in 
sillier*. however, the weenier being so 
cool mid the honey supply so meager." 


HANDLING GRAPEVINES. 


D e n ’t Allow T hsm to G row at R a n ­ 
dom — How to Got tho Bott Fruit. 
Hummer attention of grapevines con­ 
sists of pinching off any branches that 
are not w aded so as to get foliage 
evenly distributed 
There will always 
lie a tendency for the vines to make 
m art branches and growth at the top 
so that everything should be done to 
correct as much as (*os.*ible and Induce 
growth at the bottom. 
When the laterals show the bunches 
pinch off the end. always leo\lng a 
leaf beyoud Hie bunch of grapes 
The 
branch 
will 
continue 
to 
grow 
by 
throwing out a shoot til the axil of Hie 
leaf when the same operation should 
be repented beyond Hie next leaf pro 
<1 tioed 
lu this way alt Hie strength will go 
to the fruit h i m ! excess of foliage aud 
growth will lie prevented. 
This summer pinching will reduce 
the winter pruning very materially, 
but it will always tie necessary to 
prune off the branches that have borne 
the grajie*. Just leaving the vertical 
canes, cutting the branches back every 
winter 
The work Is pleasant ami very sim­ 
ple. A little study will enable atty oue 
to grasp tin* principles. 
Apart from 
the better quality of grapes thst will 
lie produced lite grape srtsir* will la* a 
much more pleasing object than they 
often present when the vines are al­ 
low**!
